A Hist of 1832 American soldiers 


saved from the transport Tuscania has 
thus far been reported to the war de- 
partment. 


The Tuscania was torpedoed by a 


German submarine off the north coast 
of Ireland on Tuesday last. 


No report has reached the depart- 


ment to change the estimate that only 
113 American soldiers were lost. Offi- 
cials, although expecting additional 
names to come in slowly, can give no 
assurance as to when the list will be 
complete. 


The names already received by the 


war department checked against the 
sailing list of troops shows 345 men 
unaccounted for. Thirty-five names of 
survivors were made public which do 
not appear on the sailing list. 


It is assumed some soldiers possibly 


went aboard at the last moment with- 
out being recorded on the sailing list. 
Members of the crew also may have 
been reported among the military sur- 
vivors.

MUST CRUSH MILITARY RULE 


President Wilson, appearing unex- 
pcctedly before Congress again ro* 
plied to recent peace speeches by 
Coimt von Hertling, the German chan­ 
cellor, and Count Czernin, the Austro- 
Hungarian foreign minister. 
He reminded the statesmen of the 
central empires that peace can be dis­ 
cussed only on tho basis of perma­ 
nency and essential justice. 
He broadly v^^arned the people of 
the Central Empires the participation 
of the United States in the war for 
the emancipation of humanity only 
has begun.

Latest Reports to Washington do Not 
Change Estimate. 
A Hist of 1832 American soldiers 
saved from the transport Tuscanla ha» 
thus far been reported to the war de­ 
partment. 
The Tuscanla was torpedoed by a 
Gorman submarine oft the north coast 
of Ireland on Tuesday last. 
No report has reached the depart­ 
ment to chafige the estimate that only 
113 American soldiers were lost. Offi­ 
cials, although expecting additional 
names to come In slowly, can give no 
assurance as to when the list will be 
complete, 
Tho names already received by the 
war department checked against the 
sailing list of troops shows 345 men 
unaccounted for. Thirty-five names of 
survivors were made public which do 
not appear on the sailing list. 
It Is assumed some soldiers possibly 
went aboard at the last moment with­ 
out being recorded on the sailing list. 
Members of tho crew also may have 
been reported among tlie military sur­ 
vivors. 
With the names of 1832 United 
States soldiers rescued from the Tus­ 
canla reported to the War Depart­ 
ment so far, moce than 340 are unac­ 
counted for.

For instance, a person is told ^ to 
lift and put down in succession a com­ 
paratively heavy w'eight, then a light 
W'cight, etc. 
Ho goes Uirough these 
motions several times, and then tho 
light weight is changed for one some- 
Aviiat heavier. Of course it is the same 
size as all the others, so that tho per- 
/3on's mind %vill not bo prejudiced be- 
forehajid. 
AA'hen tho hand goes to 
lift this one it rises as Bpontaneously 
as with tho very light weight used 
before. 
Ordinarily it is shown in the labora- 
tiiry that weights are lifted by tho sub­

Yellow Gasoline as Good as White. 
If motorists realized 1 hat their preju- 


dice against yellowish gasoline was un- 
warranted the gasoline supply might be 
increased considerably. 
In the early 


days of the oil industry poor refining 
methods were responsible for the pro- 
duction of yellowish kerosenes and 
gasolines, which were sometimes dan- 
gerous. This led the public to demand 
that gasoline be "water white," and the 
prejudice has hindered the develop- 
ment of cracking processes which pro- 
duce perfectly safe gasoline with a 
slightly yellowish tinge. 


Another handicap in the industry, ac- 


cording to petroleum experts, is the 
necessity for refiners treating gasoline 
with sulphuric acid and caustic soda 
to remove unsaturated hydrocarbons, 
which have a high fuel value in an ex- 
plosion engine. It is estimated that 
there is a loss of $10,000,000 a year in 
the United States through these preju- 
dices, represented by 30,000,000 gallons 
of gasoline, 35,000 tons of sulphuric 
acid and 3,500 tons of caustic soda.

Tuesday, Th for Thursday. :S is for 
Snturday and A for Sunday.

«pecUvely. 
It is obvious that If one %nows t^pon 
what *day of the week the ifirst «day of 
any month will fall, one has only to 
add «evens to It to discover the 'dates 
of all '^mllar days of the w’^eek *in that 
month. If the 1st of August falls -on 
a Thursday, the 8th, 
22d and 29th 
must all bi Thursdays. 
'Now suppose you have committed 
this little rhyme to memory -and wish 
to know upon what day of the wwk 
the Fourth of July will fall in 1918, 
July is the seventh month and tlie sev­ 
enth word in our couplet, beglnninj^ 
the third line, is Men. As M stands 
for Monday, the 1st of July must ho a 
Monday, so the 4th will be a.

the fish is ready turn the sauce over 
It Just as it goes to the table. 
Buttermilk 
Biscuit.—Sift together 
four cupfuls of flour with a tablespoon­ 
ful of soda aud the same of salt. Melt 
three tablespoonfuls of lard and stir 
Into tvvo cupfuls of buttermilk, then 
add to the flour. 
.Mix soft enough to 
handle and roll out Just as soft as 
possible. Cut into sjuall biscuits and 
cake in a hot oven. 
Prune Crumb Pudding.—Steam a 
pound of prunes until soft, remove the 
stones and cut in small pieces. 
Put a 
layer of bread crumbs into the pud­ 
ding dish, then the prunes, then more 
bread trumbs, sprinkling each layer 
wltli hrown sugar, cinnamon and dots 
•of butter. 
Over the last layer of 
prunes sprinkle a few choppe'i wal­ 
nuts. cover with crumbs and turn in 
a cupful of the prune juice. Bake un­ 
til the crumbs are brown. 
Serve with 
a sauce made of the prune Juice a 
little cornstarch flour, a tablespoonful 
of butter substitute, and sugar, all 
cooked until thick. 
Sweet Potato Custard Pie.—To one 
iind a half cupfuls of boiled and mash­ 
ed sw'eet potato allow' one egg. two ta- 
blespoonfnls 
of 
butter 
substitute, 
half a cupful of sugar, three-quarters 
of a cupful of milk and nutmeg to 
taste. Beat the eggs, cream the sugar 
and fat and add milk and potato, beat­ 
ing well to mix thoroughly. Turn Into 
a pastry-lined plate and bake as usual. 
Souffle of Meat.—Make a 
wiiite 
sauce of a pint of milk, two table­ 
spoonfuls each of butter and* flour. 
Melt the fat, any sweet fat will take 
the place of butter, and wiien hot stir 
In the flour, then add the milk, cook 
until smooth, add two cupfuls of cook­ 
ed meat finely chopped, a teaspoonful 
of salt, a half cupful of crumbs, and 
(he yolks of two eggs well beaten. 
Then fold in the stiflly beaten whites 
and pour into a well buttered baking 
dish and bake over hot water a half 
hour. 
Just granulated sugar creamed with 
a butter substitute and nutmeg wakef> 
a most tasty pudding sauce.

Yellov^ Gasoline as Good as White. 
If motorists realized that their preju­ 
dice against yellowish gasoline was un­ 
warranted the gasoline supply might be 
increased considerably. 
In the early 
days of the oil Industry poor refining 
methods were responsible for the pro­ 
duction of yellowish kerosenes and 
gasolines, which w^ere sometimes dan­ 
gerous. This led the public to demand 
that gasoline be **water white,” and the 
prejudice has hindered the develof)- 
ment of cracking processes which pro­ 
duce perfectly safe gasoline with .a 
slightly yellowish tinge. 
Another lumdicap in the Industry, ac­ 
cording to petroleum experts, Is the 
necessity for refiners treating gasoline 
with sulphuric acid and caustic soda 
to remove unsaturated hydrocarbons, 
which have a high fuel value In an ex­ 
plosion engine. 
It Is estimated that 
there is a loss of $10,000,000 a year In 
the UnltecJ States through these preju­ 
dices, represented hy 30,000,000 gallons 
of gasoline, 35,000 tons of sulphuric 
acid and 3,500 tons of caustic soda,

Washington. — Irresponsible state- 


ments from unknown sources, purport- 
ing to show that there is no food short- 
age in France and other allied Euro- 
pean countries, are creating a wrong 
Impression hi the public mind and se- 
riously hampering the government's 
food1 conservation program, declares 
the Uuitctl States food administration. 


The administration can only repeat 


what it has said all along on the busis 
of official government statistics: 


There is a serious food shortage in 


France, and In other allied European 
lands,—shortage which, if not made 
up by conservation in American homes 
nnd shipments from American ports, 
will imperil allied success in the war. 


Any statement, innocent or mali- 


cious, which alleges a plentltude of 
food over there is German propaganda, 
pure and simple. 


Get Wrong Impression. 


Persons returning from Paris have 


unintentionally jeopardized the cause 
of the allies by giving American news- 
papers their flush impressions of food 
ronditions In France. Explaining how 
this happens, Fred B. Pitney, Ameri- 
can correspondent, recently returned 
from France, said: 


"I have, kept house in Paris during 


the war nnd I can speak from experi- 
ence. One learns a great deal when 
keeping house of which one gets no 
Inkling when living in a hotel and eat- 
ing in restaurants. One can always go 
to n restaurant nnd get a meal. 


, "I have heard many visiting Ameri- 
cans, who lived in,France in that way, 
pooh-pooh the idea that there was a 
Food shortage in the country. If those 
same persons had had to search the 
market before they had thoir moais, 
they would have gained a very differ- 
ent idea of the food situation. 


"We paid last winter in Paris 31 


cents apiece for eggs and ?2 a pound 
for butter and there was frequently 
neither butter, nor eggs nor milk to 
be had. Private families were allow- 
ed to buy one-eighth of a pound of 
flour at a time. Th» grocers could not 
sell flour, only the bakers." 


The Meat Situation. 


Scoffing at the idea that there is n 


shortage in France, one article re- 
cently published in the United States 
declared that a certain Paris meat 
market advertised "beef a la mode" 
nnd other real meat items as "meat- 
less day specials." 


This, according to Pitney, may eas- 


ily have occurred without at all indi- 
cating that there was no meat shortage 
In France. With regard to the meat 
situation Pitney said: 


"The French government is very bu- 


reaucratic, but the French people do 
not like to be overgovcrne;!. They ob- 
ject seriously to anything that savors 
of meddling in a mnn's private affairs. 


'Saying how much or wnat a man 


rtiall eat is getting pretty close to pri- 
vate affairs and therefore the French 
government knowing intimately the 
people it has to deal with, is slow— 
•-1-o-w—In coming to such measures 
even in face cf the only too evident 
food shortage in the country. 


"So far, meat has withstood all of- 


'orts to control its consumption—there 
das been no attempt to control its 


danger point. Soon they will have to 
be reconstituted entirely. To what ex- 
tent the herds have disappeared is 
shown by the cutting of the meat ra- 
tion of the soldiers at the front. At 
the beginning of the war they were 
allowed one pound of meat a day. 
Twenty per cent has now been cut 
from that ration. Only d'a-e necessity 
will countenance reducing the food 
allowance of soldiers at the front. 


"At the beginning of 1914 France's 


cattle herds comprised 14,787,710 head; 
sheep 10.331,390 and hogs 7,035,850. 
By the end of 1014, after five mouths 
of war, her cattle were reduced to 
12,068,243, her sheep to 14,038,301 and 
hogs to 0,925,291. 
Today her cattle 


herds are down more than 20 per cent, 
while her sheep number no more than 
10,000,000 and her hogs 4,000.000. 


"Cattle feed is short iii France and 


the cattle are poor nnd underweight." 


National Price Fixing. 


Concerning the statement that there 


are plenty of beans and potatoes in 
France, Pitney said: 


"A scheme of national price fixing is 


to be tried now with beans and pota- 
toes. Both of these crops are far be- 
low the requirements of the country. I 
have seen many days when potatoes 
could not be bought in Paris." 


The statement that there is plenty 


of rye and barley in France, which has 
been given wide publicity in this coun- 
try, is flatly refuted by Pitney, who 
said: 


"It Is not only wheat that is short in 


France, but all cereals. According to 
official figures, the annual consumption 
of barley in France before the war was 
approximately 3,250,000 tons, 35 per 
cent of which was imported. Procluc-

FEEDING FOWLS FOR 


MEAT AND EGGS

In feeding the flock an effort should 


be made to do so as cheaply as pos- 
sible, consistent with the production of 
eggs. 
To accomplish this all table 


scraps, kitchen waste, etc., should be 
utilized. 
Scraps of meat or leftover 


vegetables which cannot be utilized in 
any other way make excellent feed. 
There are also many other waste prod- 
ucts, such as beet tops, turnip tops, 
carrot tops, potato parings, onion tops, 
the outside leaves of cabbages, waste 
lettuce leaves, bread and cake crumbs, 
etc., all of which are relished by the 
hens and can be used to the best ad- 
vantage. . In saving the scraps and 
waste it is well to separate the por- 
tions adapted for feeding to the flock 
and place these in a receptacle or pail 
of their own. Decomposed wa'ste ma- 
terial or moldy bread or cake should 
never be saved to feed to the hens, as 
It Is harmful to them and may cause 
serious bowel trouble. Sloppy mate- 
rial, such as dishwater, should not be 
thrown into their pail. It is also use- 
less to put in such things as banana 
peels or the skins of oranges, as these 
have little or no food value. Any sour 
milk which is not utilized in the house 
should be given to the chickens. This 
should be fed separately, however, 
either by allowing the hens to drink 
it or by allowiug it to clabber on the 
back of the stove and then feeding it 
in that condition. When the family's 
table waste is not sufficient for feed- 
Ing the flock, it is usually possible to 
get some of the neighbors who keep

Table scraps and kitchen waste are 


best prepared for feeding by running

grinder. After the material has been 
put through the grinder it is usually 
a rather moist mass, fcnd it is well to 
mis with it some cornmeal, bran or 
other ground grain until the whole 
mass assumes a crumbly condition. 
The usual method is to feed the table 
scraps at noon or at night, or at both 
times, as may be desired, in a trough 
or on a board. All should be fed that 
the hens will eat up clean, nnd if any 
of tfie material is le# after one-half or 
three-quarters of an-hour it should be 
removed. If allowed to lie it may spoil 
and would be very bad for the. hens. 


With the table scraps it is well to 


feed some grain. Perhaps this may be 
given best as a light feed in the morn- 
ing. Four cr five handfuls of grain 
(about one-half pint) scattered in the 
litter will be sufficient for(a flock of 
twenty or twenty-five hens. By hand-

Movies Showing Methods 


of Increasing Country's Pork 


Supply—Boys' Pig Clubs 


As n ireans of helping to increase 


the porl.Pupply, the United States de- 
partment of agriculture has released 
to the motion picture theaters, through 
one of the large motion picture com- 
panies, a film showing the work of the 
boys' pig clubs which the department 
is organizing in all parts of the country 
in co-operation with the extension 
divisions of the state agricultural col- 
leges. The film shows methods of in- 
structing farm 'boys, and in some in- 
stances girls, who have joined the agri- 
cultural clubs, how to raise better pigs 
and the methods used by club members 
in carrying out instructions. The first 
lesson taught in the film story is that it 
costs no more to feed and care for the 
pig of carefully selected stock than the 
scrub, while the results in meat pro- 
duced is greatly in favor of the well- 
bred animal. The picture shows fur- 
ther how to feed and care for the pigs, 
how to protect them from disease, and 
how to shelter them from the inclem- 
ency of winter and the heat of sum- 
mer. The results of wise selection and 
intelligent care are shown in the well- 
groomed, fat, healthy porkers wearing 
the prize ribbons they have won. 


The first pig club was organized in 


Louisiana in 1910. Now approximately 
45,000 members are enrolled in the 
pig clubs throughout the country.

Business Above 
100,000 Barrel* a 


Year Goes Under Regulation on 
February 11. 
President Issued his proclamation 


putting under license manufacturers 
and distributers of fuel oil with an 
output of over 100,000 barrels a year. 


Preference in shipments is to be 


given first for war purposes at home 
and abroad, public utilities and pri- 
vate consumers in the order of neces- 
sity. The proclamation reads: 


"Whereas, it is not possible to move 


promptly our abundant oil by reaaon 
of the traffic congestion on our rail- 
ways and the transfer to transatlan- 
tic service of a larger number of 
tank steamers ordinarily engaged in 
coastwise trade, and 
it, 
therefore, 


seems desirable that a plan of con- 
trol be made effective in case the 
distributing companies are unable to 
transport as required, fuel oil to all 
consumers now being served. 


"And, 
whereas, it is essential, ia 


order to carry into effect the provis- 
ions of the said act, that the power* 
contend upon the president by said 
act be at tils time exercised to the 
extent hereinafter set forth. 


"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil- 


son, president of the United States of 
America, by virtue of the powers con- 
ferred upon me by act of congress, 
hereby find and determine, and by 
this proclamation do announce, that 
it is essential, in order to carry into 
effect the purpose of said act, to li- 
cense the importation, manufacture, 
storage and distribution of fuel oil 
to the extent hereinafter specified. 


"A'll persons, firms, corporations 


and associations engaged in the busi- 
ness of manufacturing and distribut- 
ing of the fuel oil (including gas oil) 
whose gross sale of fuel oil (includ- 
ing gas oil) amount to more than 100.- 
000 barrels a year, are hereby requ'r- 
ed to secure on or before February 
11, 1918, a license, which license will 
be Issued under such rules and regu- 
lations governing the conduct of the 
business as may be prescribed. Ap- 
plication for license must be made to 
the United States fuel administrar 
tion, Washington, license division. 


"Any person, firm, corporation, or 


association other than those herein- 
before excepted who shall engage In, 
or carry on any business hereinbe- 
fore specified on and after February 
11, 1918, without first securing such 
license, will ,be liable to the penalty 
prescribed by act of congress." 


The proclamation is essentially a 


war distribution measure and exerts 
no control or restriction over the oil 
wells. Government officials say there 
Is no shortage of fuel oil or gasoline 
production. 


Traffic congestion preventing suffi- 


cient shipments to the aJlies and al- 
lowing the movement of fuel oil to 
industries that are secondary in im- 
portance to war needs brought about 
the order, as previously outlined ex- 
clusively in these despatches. 


Mark L. Requa, recently appointed 


oil director by Dr. Harry A. Garfleld, 
fuel administrator, will have power 
to move oil to those industries need- 
ing it most, classes of priorities being 
issued also by President Wilson in 
rules and regulations governing those 
distributors licensed. They are pro- 
mulgated by the president under pow-

HUN PROPAGANDA AT WORK 


•torles Alleging Plentltude of Food 
in 
Allied 
Countries 
Jeopardize 
Cause of Allies—Correspon- 
T 
dent Tells of Conditions 
in Franco. 


Washington. — Irresponsible state­ 
ments from unknown sources, purport­ 
ing to show that there is no food short­ 
age in Franco and other allied Euro­ 
pean countries, are creating a wrong 
Impression in the public mind and se­ 
riously hampering the government’s 
food' conservation program, declares 
the United States food administration. 
The administration can only repeat 
what it has said all along on the basis 
of oliiclal government statistics: 
There is a serious food shortage In 
France, and in other allied European 
lands,—shortage which, if not made 
up by conservation in American homes 
and shipments from American ports, 
will imperil allied success in the war. 
Any statement, innocent or mali­ 
cious, which alleges a plentltude of 
food over tliere is German propaganda, 
pure and simple. 
Get Wrong Impression. 
Persons returning from Paris have 
nnintcntlonally Jeopardized the cause 
of the allies by giving American news­ 
papers their flash impressions of food 
fonditions In France. Explaining how 
this happens, Fred B. Pitney, Ameri­ 
can correspondent, recently returned 
from France, said: 
^‘I have, kept house in Paris during 
tho war and I can speak from experi­ 
ence* 
One learns a great deal when 
keeping house of which one gets no 
Inkling when living in a hotel and eat­ 
ing in rqstaurants. One can always go 
lo a restaurant and get a meal. 
‘T have heard many visiting Ameri­ 
cans, who lived ln*France in that way, 
pooh-pooh tho idea that there was a 
food shortage in the country. If those 
same persons had had to search the 
market before they had their moals, 
they would havo gained a very dilYer- 
ent idea of the food situation, 
“Wo paid last winter in Paris 11 
cents apiece for eggs and $2 a pound 
for butter and there was frequently 
neither butter, nor eggs nor milk to 
be had. 
Private families were allow­ 
ed to buy one-eighth of a pound of 
flour at a time. TJie grocers could not 
Bell flour, only the bakers.” 
The Meat Situation. 
Scoiilng at the idea that there is a 
Kliortage in France, one article re­ 
cently published in tho United States 
declared that a certain Paris meat 
market advertised “beef a )a mode’* 
and other real meat items as “meat­ 
less day specials/* 
This, according to Pitney, may eas­ 
ily have occun*ed without at all indi­ 
cating tJmt there was no meat shortage 
in France, 
AVith regard to the meat 
eituation Pitney said: 
“The French government is very bu­ 
reaucratic, but the French jjeople do 
¡not like to be overgoverned. Tljey ob­ 
ject seriously to anything that savors 
mectdlii^g in a man’s prix»jte alTalrs, 
^‘Saying how much or wnat a man 
jfihall eat is getting pretty close to prl- 
Ivate affairs and therefore the French 
fovernment knowing intimatejy tbe 
[*eople it has lo deal with. Is slow— 
-o-w—in coming to such nieasures ‘ 
ivcn in face of the only loo evident | 
rood shortage in tbe country. 
“So far, meat has withstood all ef­ 
forts lo control its consumption—there 
Uas been no attempt to control tts 
iirice, and yet It is vitally navx^asnvy to 


danger point. 
Soon they will have to 
be reconstituted entirely. To what ex­ 
tent the herds have disappeared is 
shown by tho cutting of the meat ra­ 
tion of the soldiers at tho front. 
At 
tho beginning of the war they were 
allowed one pound of meat a day. 
Twenty per cent has now been cut 
from that ration. Only dire necessity 
will countenance reducing the food 
allowance of soldiers at the front. 
“At the begTnnIng of 1014 France’s 
cattle herds comprised 14,787,710 head; 
sheep 10,131,390 and hogs 7,035,850. 
By the end of 1914, after five mouths 
of war, her cattle wero reduced to 
12,COS,243, her sheep to 14,038,301 and 
hogs to 5,925,291. 
Today her cattle 
herds arc down more than 20 per cent, 
while her sheep number no jnore than 
10.000,000 and her hogs 4,000*000. 
“Cattle feed Is short in Franco and 
the cattle are poor and underweight.” 
National Price Fixing. 
Concerning the statement that there 
are plenty of beans and potatoes in 
France, Pitney said: 
“A schemc of national price fixing is 
to be tried now with beans and pota­ 
toes, Both of those crops are far be­ 
low the requirements of the country. I 
have seen many days when potatoes 
could not be bought in Paris.” 
The statement that there Is plenty 
of rye and barley in France, which has 
been given wide publicity in this coun­ 
try, is flatly refilled by Pitney, who 
said: 
“It is not only wheat that is short In 
France, but all cereals. According to 
oillclal figures, the annual consumption 
of barley in France before the war was 
approximately 1,250,000 tons, 15 per 
cent of which was imported. 
Produc- 


Chrlstlanla, Norway. — Miss Sara 
Christie has taken her seat In the Nor­ 
wegian parliament as a conservative 
representative of the city of Trond- 
hjem. 
At parliamentary elections In 
Norway substitutes for members of 
parliament are always elected at the 
same time to take the member’s place 
In case of illness or death, so elections 
to fill vacancies never take place. All 
members of the storthing are engaged 
in special committees to prepare legis­ 
lative work or dealing with the govern­ 
ment’s proposals before they are sub­ 
mitted to the storthing. 
In this way 
Miss Sara Christie, who Is now» sum­ 
moned to take the seat of Professor 
Soeland, becomes a member of the de­ 
fense committee to consider the.army 
and navy estimates instead of her pre­ 
decessor. 
Miss Christie is a director of a girls'' 
school in Trondhjem and has for many 
years been a member of the town coun­ 
cil. 
She Is esteemed as a prominent 
teacher and a great administrator. 


Arrnugeinents were entercrl into shortly after tho beginning of the 
war by^tho secretary of the treasury, \vith the approval of the president, 
with the govcrniiients of Great Britain, France, Russia, Italy, Belgium and 
Serbia, whereby Bernard JI. Baruch, liobcrt S. Lovett and Eobert S. 
Brookings of the war industries board were designated a commission 
through whom or with whose approval or consent all purchases in the 
•United States of materials and supplies by or on behalf of these govern­ 
ments shall be made. 
Under this arrangement these governments communicate their re­ 
quirements for materials and supplies to this commission through their 
designated purchasing agents in this country, aild tlic commission then 
uses its best efforts to obtain offers of the materials and supplies required 
at the best obtainable prices and terms, of delivery and otherwise, and 
submits the same to tho purchasing agent concerned, it being no part of 
the commission’s duty to prepare and sign contracts, or to supervise their 
execution, or to determine technical details, or to carry out the inspection 
of materials, all of which matters arc cared for by the governments con­ 
cerned. 
’ 
The foreign governments have agreed not to make purchases in the 
United States otherwise than through or with the consent of the commis­ 
sion. The arrangements provide that nothing expressed or implied, nor 
anything done or omitted by the commission', shall impose any obligation 
or liability upon the United States whethe^^to advance moneys, to es­ 
tablish credits, or otherwise. The purchasing commission in carrymg out 
the terms of this agreement, says Commerce Eeports, is endeavoring to sec 
first that the wants of the governments associated with the United States 
in the war are supplied as promptly as possible, and without interfering 
with the requirements of our own government. This necessarily involves 
the finding of a source of supply from which articles needed by the allies 
can be obtained without prejudice to contracts placed with the United 
States government for articles of tho same kind, and in many cases it has 
been found necessary to develop new sources of supply—^that is, to induce 
some one who has not been previously making the articles needed to pro­ 
duce them. 


Payment of Funas to Credit 
of Enemy or Ally Authorized 
by U. S. War Trade Board 


The %var trade board has authorized 
the payment of drafts that have been 
accepted, drawn on funds to the credit 
of a person who is an “enemy” or “ally 
of enemy,” or acting for or on bonalf 
of an “enemy” or “ally of enemy,’* or 
on which such a person tjppears as 
drawer or Indorser, when such drafts 
are presented for payment in the 
United States: Provided, however, that 
when such drafts are collected for or 
on behalf of any person who is aii 
“enemy” or “ally of enemy,” or person 
acting for or on behalf of an “enemy” 
or “ally of enemy,” the proceeds of col­ 
lection* shall be at once reported by tho 
person making such collection to and 
be held subject to the disposition of' 
the alien property custodian. 
No drafts can now bg accepted or 
transferred or dealt In before accept- 
ance which are drawn on funds to the^ 
credit of any person who is an “ene­ 
my” or “ally of enemy” or acting for- 
or on behalf of an “enemy” or “ally of 
enemy,” or drawn by or to the order 
of such person, or on which such per­ 
son appears as indorser, unless a li­ 
cense is first obtained from tho bureau 
of enemy trade, Bond Building, Wash­ 
ington. 
The war trade board has also au­ 
thorized the payment of 
travelers’ 
checks, not exceeding $100 in amoxint, 
on which there appears the indorse­ 
ment of a person who Is an “enemy” 
or “ally of enemy,” or acting for or 
on behalf of an “enemy’* or “ally of 
en em y ,w ith o u t obtaining a license 
therefor.

I FEEDING FOWLS FOR 
n^EAT AND E6GS 


In feeding the flock an effort should 
bo made to do so as cheaply as pos­ 
sible, consistent with the production of 
eggs. 
To accomplish this all table 
scraps, kitchen waste, etc., should be 
utilized. 
Scraps of meat or leftover 
vegotables which cannot bo utilized In 
any other way make excellent feed. 
There are also many other waste prod­ 
uct», such as beet tops, turnip tops, 
carrot tops, potato parings, onion tops, 
the outside leaves of cabbages, waste 
lettuce leaves, broad and cake crumbs, 
etc., all of which are relished by the 
hens and can be used -to the best ad­ 
vantage. 
In saving the scraps and 
waste it Is well to separate the por­ 
tions adapted for feeding to the flock 
and place these in a receptacle or pail 
of their own. Decomposed wa’ste ma­ 
terial or moldy bread or cake should 
nevc*r be saved to feed to tlie hens, as 
it is harmful to them and may cause 
serious bowel trouble. 
Sloppy mate­ 
rial, such as dishwater, should not be 
thrown Into their pail. It Is also use­ 
less to put in such things as banana 
peels or the skins of oranges, as these 
have little or no food valye. Any sour 
milk which is not utilized in the house 
should be given to the chickens. This 
should be fed separately, however, 
either by allowing tho hens to drink 
it or by allowing It to clabber on the 
back of the stove and then feeding it 
In tJmt condition. 
When the family’s 
table waste Is not sufllcient for feed­ 
ing the flock, it is usually possible to 
get some of the neighbors who keep 
no hens to save material suitable for 
feeding. Many people are glad to do 
this if a small pail In which to place 
the waste is furnished. 
Table scraps and kitchen waste are 
best prepared for feeding by running 
them 
through 
an 
ordinary 
meat 
grinder. 
After the material has been 
put through tho grinder it is usually 
a rather moist mass, ind it Is well to 
mis with it some cornmeal, bran or 
other ground grain until the whole 
mass assumes a crumbly condition. 
The usual method is to feed the table 
scraps at noon or at nigbt, or at both 
times, as may be desired, in a trough 
or oji a board. All sliouid be fed that 
the hens will eat up clean, and if any 
of the material is lef^ after one-half or 
three-Qunrters of an* hour it should be 
removed. If allowed to lié it may spoil 
and would be very bad for thQ hens. 
With the table scraps It is well to 
feed some grain. Perhaps this may be 
given best as a light feed in the morn­ 
ing. 
Four cr five handfuls of grain 
(about one-half pint) scattered in the 
litter will be sufllcient for,a flock of 
twenty or twenty-five hens. By liand- 
ful is meant as much as can be grasped 
in tho liand, not what can be sco<jped 
up In the open hand. By scattering It 
in the litter the hens will be compelled 
to scratch in order to find the grain 
and in this way lo take exercise, which 
ic decidedly beneficial to them. If the 
house is too small to feed in, the grain 
i can be scattered on the ground outside. 
A good grain mixture for this purpose 
Is composed of equal parts by weij^ht 
of wheat, crackdd corn and oats. An­ 
other suitable grain niixture is com­ 
posed of two parts by weight of 
cracked corn and one part oats. 


Movies Showing Methods 
of Increasing Counrry’s Pork 
Supply—-Boys’ Pig Clubs 


As a paeans of helping to increase 
the porlwupply, the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture has released 
to the motion picture theaters, through 
one of the large motion picture com­ 
panies, a film showing the work of the 
boys’ pig clubs which the department 
Is organizing in all parts of tho country 
in co-operation with the extension 
divisions of the state agricultural col­ 
leges. The film shows methods of In­ 
structing farm 'boys, and In some in­ 
stances girls, who have joined the agri­ 
cultural clubs, how to raise better pigs 
and the methods used by club members 
in carrying out Instructions. The first 
lesson taught in the film story is that It 
costs no more to feed and care for the 
pig of carefully selected stock than the 
scrub, while the results In meat pro­ 
duced Is greatly In favor of the well- 
bred animal. The picture shows fur­ 
ther how to feed and care for the pigs, 
how to protect them from disease, and 
how to shelter them from the inclem­ 
ency of winter and the heat of sum­ 
mer. The results of wise selection and 
intelligent care are shown in the w^ell-

Timber Sales on National 
Forests Doubted in Year 


Sales of national forest timber in 
the fiscal year 1917 were more than 
double those of 1916, according to the 
annual report of the government for­ 
ester. 
The totai amount sold exceed­ 
ed 2,000,000,000 feet and is valued at 
more than $3,715,000. 
During the 
same period about 727,000,000' feet 
were cut and removed, for which the 
purchasers paid $1,507,303 Into the 
federal treasury. 
The largest sales 
were made In Oregon, where about 
088,000,000 board feet were disposed 
of. 
In addition to the timber sold, ap­ 
proximately 113,000.000 board feet, 
valued at almost $150,000, was cut un­ 
der free use permit by more than 41,- 
000 settlers living near the national 
forests and depending pn the forests 
for firewood and building material to 
improve their homesteads. 
Tho timber business on the eastern 
purchase areas, while still small as 
compared \vith the ,western forests, 
showed a decided increase. More than 
three times as much timber was sold 
and more than twice as much cut as 
in 1916. 
The material disposed of is 
largely of i^oor quality and its remov­ 
al will improve tlie forest growth.

Congress has 
fixed it fo that somebody must tell, 
whether he wants to or not One section 
of the War Income Tax Law, exhaustive* 
ly comprehensive in scops, requires every 
person, without exception, and every 
corporation, partnership, amodation, and 
insurance company, in whatever capacity 
acting, who paid $800 or more to another 
person, corporation, partnership, associa- 
tion, or insurance company, as interest, 
rent, salaries, wages, premiums, annuities, 
compensation, remuneration,emoluments, 
or other fixed or delermioable gains, pro- 
fite, and income, to report the name and 
address of the person, corporation, etc., 
to whom the payment was made, togeth- 
er with the amount of the payment, to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue at 
Washington, using a form prescribed for 
the purpose—Form 1099, now to be had 
from all Collector's Offices. The forms 
musi be filled out and returned on or be 
fore March 1,1918. accompanied by Form 
1096, 
which is a letter of transmittal and 


affidavit certifying the accuracy of Form 
1099. 


Forty-seven mice in a consignment from 


tie Woodeide farm, Glen Rock, to Geo 
A. Elicker, at Spring Grove, dealer in 
the rodente, escaped from the tin box in 
which they were shipped, and ran wild 
in an express car, several days ago. That 
the mice had escaped was not known un 
til the arrival of the box at Spring Grove, 
when it was discovered that it had been 
crushed, leaving room for them to gain 
liberty.

Accord- 
ing to Mr. Elicker the mice are used by 
the government for the purpose of defect- 
ing dangerous gases on submarines, weak 
spots in water craft, and for other pur 
poses. He is not only purchasing locally, 
but receives shipments from various parts 
of the state. 


According to instructions received by 


the local draft board the great majority 
of the men they examine from now on 
for physical defects will have to be given 
a re examination at some nearby hospital, 
likely York. As tht. members of the lo- 
cal board interpret the ruling the only 
men they can finally accept are those 
who are absolutely perfect according to 
army standards; and the only ones they 
can finally reject are imbeciles, cripples, 
men totally blind, or with some other 
defect that makes them entirely unfit for 
work. It is understood that the district 
advisory medical board sits only from 3 
to 5 o'clock in the afternoon. That the 
United States government will have to 
pay their expenses for this loss of time 
and travel is understood. .

A woman in one of our neighboring 


towns has found a cure for broken dishes. 
If the dish to be mended can be tied to- 
gether with a stout string, then placed in 
boiling milk and left in one hour, you 
never can tell the dish had been broken 
and it can afterwards be put in boiling 
water without the pieces coming apart. 
Thh experiment has been tried and prov- 
en and many are the broken dishes 
which were thought to be useless which 
are now as good as new.

of diet tend to check movements of the 
bowels. The most common of these are 
clieese, tea Rnd boiled milk. On the oth- 
er hand raw fruits, especially apples and 
bananas, also graham bread and whole 
wheat bread promote a movement of the 
bowels.

Preferenco In shipments Is to be 
given first for war purposes at homo 
and abroad, public utilities and pri­ 
vât o consumers In the order of neces­ 
sity. 
The proclamation reads: 
‘‘Whereas, it Is not possible to move 
promptly our abundant oil by reason 
of tho traffic congestion on our rail­ 
ways and the transfer to transatlan­ 
tic service of a larger number of 
tank steamers ordinarily engaged in 
coastwise trade, and 
It, 
therefore, 
seems desirable that a plan of con­ 
trol be made effective in case the 
distributing companies are unable to 
transport as required, fuel oil to all 
consumers now being served. 
•‘And, whereas, it is essential, in 
order to carry Into effect the provia- 
lons of tlie said act, that tho powers 
confeitreid upon the president by said 
act be at this time exercised to the 
extent hereinafter set forth, 
“Now, therefore. I, Woodrow Wil­ 
son, president of the Unlte¿ States of 
America, by virtue of the powers con­ 
ferred upon me by act of congress, 
hereby find and determine, and by 
this proclamation do announce, that 
It is essential, In order to carry Into 
effect the purpose of said act, to li­ 
cense the importation, manufacture, 
storage and distribution of fuel oil 
to tho extent hereinafter specified. 
“All 
persons, 
firms, 
corporations 
and associations engaged In the busi­ 
ness of manufacturing and distribut­ 
ing of the fuel oil (Including gas oil) 
whose gross sale of fuel oil (includ­ 
ing gas oil) amount to more than 100.- 
000 barrels a year, are hereby requir­ 
ed to secure on or before Fi>bruary 
11, 1918, a license, which license will 
be Issued under such rules and regu­ 
lations governing the conduct of the 
business as may be prescribed. 
Ap­ 
plication for license must be made to 
the United States fuel adminlstrar 
tion, Washington, license division. 
“Any person, firm, corporation, or 
association other than those herein­ 
before excepted who shall engage In, 
or carry on any business hereinbe­ 
fore specified on and after February 
11, 1918, without ilrat securing such 
license, wlll.be liable to the penalty 
prescribed by act of congress." 
The proclamation is essentially a 
war distribution measure and exerta 
no control or restriction over the oil 
wells, (xovernment officials say there 
is no shortage of fuel oil or gasoline 
production.

in the daytime, if the label wns not 
carefully rend by tho one sedklng to 
! take the medicine. This has resulted 


j in an innocent father killing his child, 


j or perhaps bis wife, or in some cases 


i himself.

Another great mistake Is to change 


a drug from one bottle to another 
without altering the label. It is often 


, done in dividing up the contents of 


I a rare drug with a neighbor. The one 


receiving the unlabeled bottle depends 
upon bis memory, which often fails 
him, and a fatal mistake results. 


A very short time ago I knew of a 


"lerierous doctor dividing up n rare 
drug with one of his colleagues, intend- 
ing to label the bottle he kept for hiin- 
; ;-if. He neglected to do so, nnd not 
long after he wanted to use the drug 
and picked up what he believed to be 
the proper bottle, but which proved to 
contain nn agent active in it's power to 
destroy tissue. 
This he dropped into 


his eye and only escaped Having his 
eye destroyed by a narrow margin. 


Now this is quite a common mistake, 


nnd people have been made blind by 
this carelessness. Drugs that are most: 
useful are, as a rule, most dangerous, 
and should always be kept under lock 
and key and plainly labeled. At pres- 
ent we are being robbed enough of the 
members of our families during the 
war. 
so that we should have no pa- 


tience with tho killing of the innocent 
at home by simple carelessness, and it 
is this common, everyday practice of 
confusing drug bottles that I warn you 
against. It can all be done away with 
if you will only give it reasonable at- 
tention.

Culture Buttermilk More 


Beneficial as Drink; Has 


More of the Lactic Acid 


Culture buttermilk Is more beneficial 


as u drink thsin the common variety, 
according to C. E. Buchanan of the 
dairy department of the Kansas State 
Agricultural college. It is more like- 
ly to be free from harmful bacteria, 
and to contain more of the lactic acid 
which gives it its healthful properties. 


Lactic acid bacteria are present in 


tho digestive tract and destroy other 
bacteria which might prove injurious 
to the body. The use of buttermilk as 
a beverage is one method of introduc- 
ing more of these lactic bacteria into 
the system. 


Whole or skim milk may be used to 


make culture buttermilk, but usually 
these are combined in equal parts. The 
milk Is tirst subjected to a temperature 
of ISO degrees for 30 minutes to steri- 
lize it. It is then cooled to 70 de- 
grees nnd a small amount of starter 
is added. The milk is kept at this 
temperature for ten or twelve hours 
until the whole is coagulated. After- 
wards it is beaten thoroughly or chnrn- 
ed from three to five minutes and salt- 
ed—one teaspoonful of salt to each 
gallon. The buttermilk is then cooled 
to r>0 degrees, at which temperature it 
Is kept ready for use. 


The starter is made from pure lactic 


acid culture obtained from the labora- 
tories where it is cuHivate;!. The lac- 
tic acid bacteria are carried by means 
of sterilized milk powder made from 
the dried casein of milk. 


A small quantity of this powder is 


put into a small bottle of milk, which 
soon coagulates. The curded milk is 
used in a new bottle of milk the next 
clr.y and t'lis process 
it? continued 


through three or four propagations. 
These preliminary propagations of tho 
starter are necessary to eliminate the, 
peculiar taste of the original powdered 
milk culture.

Food May Be Saved by, Close 


Watch of Weather Forecasts 


Immense losses nf food products, oc- 


casioned by freezing and other injuri- 
ous weather condition*, occur annually 
that may, with proper precautions, be 
avoided. 
This is especially true of 


shipments by rail during tho winter 
season. The weather bureau issues 
forecasts daily, and special warnings 
ns occasion demands, giving informa- 
tion of expected weather conditions, in- 
cluding frosts, cold waves, high winds 
and heavy rains or snow. During the 
winter season, officials in charge of 
nearly all weather bureau stations is- 
sue daily what are known as "Ship- 
pers' Forecasts." giving the minimum, 
temperature expected to oeeure within 
a shipping radius of from l!4 to 30 
h'ours from the station. These fore- 
casts are published on postal cards. 


Careful 
watch of forecasts 
and 


warnings will often enable shippers to 
avoid losses, either by expediting or 
delaying shipments or taking extra pre- 
cautions to protect goods from injury. 
No shipment of considerable length 
should be made without first ascertain- 
ing the expected conditions over tho 
route. The occasion demands the ut- 
most care to prevent losses of fooJ not 
only as a matter of self-interest but as 
a patriotic duty.

Good Food for the Family. 


"While we are cutting down on our 


meat, using less beef, mutton and pork, 
the following recipe will help out when 
planning a beef dinner: 


Beef and Kidney Ragout. 


Wash skin and cut hoof kidney into 


one-fourth-inch cubes; wipe a pound of 
stew meat and cut Into inch cubes. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
dredge with flour. Cut two slices of 
bacon into dice, put into saucepan, add 
one onion peeled and sliced, cook three 
minutes, then add the meat and stir 
and cook until well browned. Add a 
cupful of boiling water, a tablespoonful 
of Worcestershire sauce and one green 
pepper cut in strips; bring to the boil- 
ing point, and cook slowly until the 
meat is tender. Thicken the gravy, 
add a half-cupful of stoned ripe olives 
and garnish with rings of green pepper 
and fried mush. 


A salad that is most appetizing is 


made of a small head of cabbage and 
one onion chopped tine. Cut a thick 
slice of salt pork into small dice and 
fry out until brown; pour the fat all 
over the cabbage, stir well, add salt 
and pepper to taste, then pour over 
enough boiling hot vinegar to moisten 
and further season the cabbage. 
Serve 


at once. 


Oatmeal Soup. 


Cook one good-sized onion in a table- 


spoonful of butter until soft. 
Add a 


bay leaf, celery-seed (one-fourth tea- 
spoonful), three-fourths of a cupful of 
oatmeal, leftover; two cupfuls of wa- 
ter or stock and two cupfuls of milk. 
Boil up, season and strain and serve 
with hot buttered toast. Fine for a 
supper dish. 


Cranberry Salad, 


For this salad make a cranberry Jelly 


as usual and mold it in a baking pow- 
der can. When ready to use unmold 
and cut In half-Inch slices and arrange 
on lettuce; on top sprinkle a few brok- 
en walnut meats and some shredded 
celery with a spoonful of thick saisd 
dressing.

Fire, believed to have originated thru 


Ipution from apart* out of the furnace, 
completely destroyed the flour and feed 
mill building located at the York Road 
Station, about 2% tnile» from Hanover, 
•badly after 4 o'clock on Friday morning. 
The damage amounted to between $7,000 
and 98,000, part of which was covered by 
insurance. The mill was owned by Geo. 
Rudiaill, of Brodbecks, and was operated 
by his ton, T. W. Rudiaill, who reside* in 
• building directly acroas the road from 
the mill. In addition to the destroying of 
the building, which waa a brick structure, 
the flour two days grinding together with 
a aupply of wheat, middlings and dairy 
feed to the amount of several carloads, 


entirely consumed. The machinery 
entirely destroyed, and the only 


things that were saved were a few odd ar- 
ticles and a wagon, which was standing 
near the building.

A very short time ago I knew of a 
'renerous doctor dividing up a rare 
drug w'lth one of his colleagues, intend­ 
ing to label the bottle he kept for hlm- 
f eif. He neglected to do so, and not 
long after he wanted to use the drug 
and picked up what he believed to be 
the proper bottle, but wiilch proved to 
contain an agent active in its powder to 
destroy tissue. This he dropped into 
his eye and only escaped Having his 
eye destroyed by a narrow margin. 
Now this is quite a common mistake, 
and people have been made blind by 
this ciirelessness. Drugs that are most 
useful are, as a rule, most dangerous, 
and should always be kept under lock 
and key and plainly labeled. At pres­ 
ent wo are being robbed enough of the 
members of our families during the 
war, so that we should have no pa­ 
tience with the killing of the Innocent 
at hcmie by simple carelessness, and It 
is this Common, everyday practice of 
confusing drug bottles that I warn you 
ag?:inst. It can all be done away wltJi 
If you >vlll only give it reasonable at- 
lentlon.

“There is absolutely no .1us>tifipation | 
fox* anyone’s proposing to destroy the ' 
cuts to save the food they eat,” said 
Dr, F, J. Flanagan of the Boston Cat 
club.

Culture buttermilk 1« more benoflrlal 
j as a drink than tho common variety, 
according to C. E. Buchanan of tho 
dairy dopartmopt of tho Kansas State 
vfVgrlcultural college. It is more like­ 
ly to bo free from harmful bacteria, 
J and to contain more of tho lactic acid 
which gives It its healthful properties. 
Lactic aold bacteria are present in 
the digestive tract and destroy other 
bacteria which mlccht prove ln.furlous 
to the body. The use of buttermilk as 
a beverage Is one method of Introduc­ 
ing more of these lactic bacteria Into 
the system. 
Whole or skim milk may bo used to 
make culture luutermllk, but usually 
these are combined in equal parts. The 
milk Is first subjected to a temperaturo 
I of ISO degrees for 30 minutes to steri­ 
lize It. It is then cooled to 70 de­ 
grees and a small amount of starter 
is added. The milk is kept at this 
temperature for ten or twelve hours 
until the whole is coagulated. After­ 
wards it is beaten thoroughly or churn­ 
ed from throe to five minutes and salt­ 
ed—one teaspoonful of salt to each 
gallon. The buttermilk Is then cooled 
to oO degrees, at which temperature It 
Is kept ready for use. 
The starter is made from pure lactic 
acid culture obtained from the labom* 
torles where It Is cultivated. The lac­ 
tic acid bacteria are carried by means 
of sterilized milk powder made from 
the dried casein of milk. 
A small quantity of this powder Is 
put into a small bottle of mlik, which 
soon coagulates. The curded milk Is 
used in a new bottle of milk the next 
dr.y and this process Is continued 
through three or four propagations. 
These preliminary propagations of the 
starter are necossary to eliminate tho 
peculiar taste of the original powdered 
milk culture.

Food May Be Saved by Close 
Watch of Weather Forecasts 


Immense lo.s.^es of food products, oc» 
casioned by freezing and other injuri­ 
ous weather conditions, occur annually 
that may, with proper precautions, bo 
avoided. 
This is especially true of 
shipments by rail during tho winter 
season. The weather bureau issues 
forecasts daily, and special warnings 
as occasion demands, giving informa­ 
tion of expected weather conditions, in­ 
cluding frosts, cold waves, high winds 
and heavy rains or snow. During the 
winter season, ofilcials in charge of 
nearly all weather bureau stations Is­ 
sue dally wiiat are known as “Ship­ 
pers* Forecasts,** giving the minimum 
temperature expected to occure within 
a shipping radius of from 24 to 3G 
hburs from the station. 
These fore­ 
casts are published on postal cards. 
Careful 
w’atch 
of forecasts and 
v/arnings will often enable shippers to 
avoid losses, either by expediting or 
delaying shipments or taking extra pre­ 
cautions to protect goods from injury. 
No shipment of considerable len^fth 
should be made without first ascertain­ 
ing the expected conditions over tho 
route. The occasion demands the ut­ 
most care to prevent losses of food not 
only as a matter of self-interest but as 
a patriotic duty.

Good Food for the Family. 
While wo are cutting down on our 
meat, using less beef, mutton and pork, 
the following recipe will holp out when 
planning a beef dinner: 
Beef and Kidney Ragout 
Wash skin and cut beef kidney into 
one-fourth-inch cubes; wipe a pound of 
stew meat and cut into inch cubes. 
♦Sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
dredge with fiour. Cut two slices of 
bacon into dice, put Into saucepan, add 
one onion peeled and sliced, cook three 
minutes, then add the meat and stir 
and cook until well browned. Add a 
cupful of boiling water, a tablespoonful 
of Worcestershire sauce and one green 
pepper cut in strips; bring to the boil­ 
ing point, and cook slowly until tho 
im*at Is tender. 
Thicken the gravy, 
add a half-cupful of stoned ripe olives 
and garnish with rings of green pepper 
and fried mush. 
A salad that is most appetizing is 
made of a small bead of cabbage and 
one onion choiiped fine. Cut a thick 
slice of salt pork into small dice and 
fry out until brown; pour the fat all 
over the cabbage, stJr well, add salt 
and pt*pper to taste, then pour over 
enough boiling hot vinegar to moisten 
and further season the cabbage, Serve 
at once. 


Oatmeal Soup, 
Cook one good-aized onion in a table- 
sj)oonful of butter until soft. 
Add a 
bay leaf, celery^seed (one-fourth tea­ 
spoonful), three-fourths of a cupful of 
oatmeal, leftover; two cupfuls of wa­ 
ter or stock and two cupfuls of milk. 
Boll up, season and strain and servo 
with hot buttered toast. 
Fine for a 
supper dish. 


Cranberry Salad, 
For this salad make a cranberry jelly 
as u3uai and mold it in a baking pow­ 
der can. When ready to use unmold 
and cut in half-inch slices and arrange 
on lettuce; on top sprinkle a few brok­ 
en \valnut meats imd some s^hredded 
celery with a spoonful of thick saii^d 
dressing.
